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DOMESTIC NEWS. 
The Notorious Major Nickerson. 
Chicago, November 21.—A Washington 
correspondent of the Inter Ocean telegraphs 
as follows : Information relative to the per­ 
sonal habits of the fngitive, Major Nicker­ 
son, has leaked out, which indicates that 
grave doubts exist as to his sanity. For years 
he has been a slave to the habit of taking 
morphine in subcutaneous injections and in 
prodigious quantities. It is learned from 
persoc s intimately associated with him that 
he was a constant gambler and spent practi­ 
cally every night till broad daylight for years 
at poker or faro. He would wiud up a series 
of Buch nighte by a nervous attack so acute 
that he frequently injee’ed so much morphine 
with his own hand fur relief that he would 
fall insensible and be brought home in an un­ 
conscious condition. W ith reference to Lina 
Carter, who is now occupying Nickerson’s 
property, it transpires that iota of sympathy 
has been wasted on her. She knew Mrs. 
Nickerson well, and was entertained by the 
latter at the Major’s request at various times 
for years. A letter, such as no respectable 
woman would be likely to write to a married 
man, has been found, which throws new light 
upon the relations of the two. It is from 
Lena Carter to Msjor Nickerson, dated two 
months before he received the fraudulent di­ 
vorce from his wife. Nickerson first met 
Lena Carter at Salt Lake nine years ago. 
Upon the statement of Major Burke of the 
army, who met Miss Carter in Salt Lake with 
Nickerson, some nine years ago, the woman 
is not as young as she ie represented to be, 
but is fully 30 years of age. 
Sherm an and the Presidency. 
New Y ork, November 2d.—General Sher­ 
man expects to leave Washington in a few 
dayp, coming first to New York and then go­ 
ing to St. Louis. I be General gets hot when 
jested with as to his possible candidacy for 
the l’residency. To a friend who asked him if 
he would accept the nomination if he got it, 
he said : “ Accept i t ! No, not much. Don’t 
you suppose I know what it means, if they 
nominate me? The politicians don’t care 
anything about me, and if they should nom­ 
inate me it would only be because they 
thought they couldn’t win with anyone else. 
I ’ve got too old to be made a cat’t-paw by 
politicians. I have ample provision for the 
rest of my days, and I don’t think 1 would 
sell myself out for that bubble.” 
The Mnrinon Itllght 
N ew Y o rk , November 2d.—The Press, 
quoting OaonoD, who effects to believe that 
Mormon polygamy gained rather than lost 
streugtb by means of the Act of March, 1853, 
says: The Government should now adopt 
the most aggressive policy with the Mormon 
iniquity, and Congress Bhould enact and the 
officers of the nation should enforce such 
laws as may be necessary for the removal of 
the shame of Utah. Cannon says the 137.­ 
000 Mormons of the Territory are now all 
taking the aide of polygamy. As there are 
more than 50.000,000 on the other Bide of the 
controversy, there ought to be no doubt as to 
the result of the conflict. 
Arrested for B igam y. 
N ew Y obk, November 2d.—Herbert D. 
Smith, an engineer, was taken to the Brook­ 
lyn police headquarters at noon yesterday, 
having been arrested on the steamship Aca­ 
pulco, which sailed for Aspinwall yesterday, 
upon the chargs of bigamy, preferred against 
him by Mrs. Minnie J. Smith. She said she 
was married to the prisoner nine years ago, 
and that three years afterward be deserted 
her and their infant daughter. 
Two years 
ago Smith married a French woman in Nice, 
and his first wife learned Wednesday they 
were in this city, about to sail for California. 
A Divorce Scandal 
C hicago, November 2d.—At Washington 
yesterday William AlcFyncheon, one of the 
Assistant Supervising Architects of the Capi­ 
tol, filtd a paper in Court, making charges 
against his wife, which if fully developed, 
will make a great scandal. The oaper re­ 
ferred to is in answer to a bill of Laura E, 
M cl’yncheoD, in which she prays to have a 
divorce granted her in Fredericksburg, be Bet 
aside. Defendant says that soon after hie 
marriage, in 1877, he learned that his wife 
had been for a long time criminally intimate 
with a Treasury Department clerk. In 
March, 1881, she committed adultery with a 
member of Congress, whose name and resi­ 
dence the defendant is ready to give when re­ 
quired. During March, 1881, she committed 
adultery in her own house with a man now 
in the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, 
and afterwards committed adultery in her 
own house with a clerk in the Pension Office. 
The names and addresses of these persons 
can be furnished at the proper time. 
The Vitriol Thrower. 
W ashington, November 2d.—Miss Mollie 
O’Hare was charged in the Police Court yes­ 
terday with throwing vittiol into the face of 
William C. Seigler. She said that Heigler 
had been keeping company with her about a 
year. Thty were to have been married last 
May. He then pretended he was not ready. 
“ I weDt to the country on May 1st,” said 
she, “ and he then said he would marry me 
in OctoDer. 
He came out regularly to see 
me. Seigler told me he would take me to 
Baltimore and marry me, but afterwards said 
if he did, it would prevent him from getting 
some money which would he divided between 
him and the other children of his family in 
the spring. He then promised to marry me 
in May.” Last Monday night he went to see 
the girl and again refused to marry her and 
told her be had no atfection for her. Wed­ 
nesday she went to his house and 
waited for him with a mug contain­ 
ing vitriol. 
When he came out she asked 
him where he was going. 
He said, “ T o a 
wedding.” She told him she had some stuff 
for neuralgia in the cup, and asked him to 
smell it, which he did. 
“ Then I threw the 
stuff io his face,” Bhe said, “ and he hallooed, 
‘Oh, Mollie, my eye!” ’ The prisoner was 
released on 81,000 bail, Seigler being unahle 
to appear. Seigler had lost one eye in child­ 
hood. 
Whether the other will be destroyed 
is not positively known. 
TUe B ow ell I.ynrh Tragedy. 
N ew Y ork, November 2d.—The World's 
special from Batavia, N. Y., says : As soon 
as the Lynch and Rowell tragedy became 
known on the streets on Tuesday night vast 
crowds flocked to the house. Those who 
heard the shots and arrived early saw a 
shocking sight upon crossing the threshold. 
Lynch lay dead upon the carpet in the hall 
at the foot of the stairs. He was in his shirt 
sleeves and divested of his hat and shoes. 
His head reclined in a pool of blood. Rowell, 
his murdeter, stood calmly at the side of his 
victim. “ W hat is the m atter?’ asked a 
neighbor. “ I found this man in my house 
and I shot him,” answered Rowell. “ He 
betrayed my wife, and I cangbt him in the 
act," Mrs. Rowell was pacing np and down 
the stairs, sobbing violently and wringing 
her hands. “ See what you have done,” she 
said to her husband. "Y ou will have to be 
bucg.” “ Well, I shall have to suffer, not 
you,” responded Rowell. “ I warned you 
time after time about this man." Coroner 
Lozier soon arrived, being followed by L’nder- 
Sheriff Sonthworth and officer Robson. By 
this time Roweli had gone upstairs and was 
in conversation with his wife. When the 
officers approached him he submitted quietly 
to arrest. After he had put on his overcoat 
aad hat, he turned to bis wife and said: 
“ Well, Jennie, I have to go to jail. Good- 
by. Won’t you kiss me before I go?" His 
voice waa tender and compassionate, and her 
reply was breathed between sobs and sighs. 
"Oh, how can I ; oh, how can I, after doing 
such an act ?” she piteously asked. His wife 
did not kiss him, and he accompanied the 
officers to the Justice’s office, and thence to 
jail, having been committed for murder iu 
the first degree. 
Suit Tor Dam ages, 
C hicago, November 2d —The temperance 
town of Oberlin, Chicago, has fnrnished a 
sensational case, which was placed on trial in 
the Common Fleas Court yesterday. Frank 
Bronson, a druggist of Oberlin, recently 
brought suit for 820,000 damages against 


Rev. J. Brand, pasto» of the Oberlin Congre­ 
gational ChurcD, Bronson claimed about one 
year ago, during tbe agitation of the tem­ 
perance question, that Brand abused him in a 
sermon, and charged him with selling liquor 
and destroying men’s soul", The sermon was 
afterwards published in the Oberlin Xetcs. 
This is an extract from i t : “ Ghastly deeds 
of the past still stretch ont their skinny 
hands and hush thee! 
Good men will 
breathe freer at tby death, and thy monu­ 
ment shall be a testimony that a plague is 
stayed. And as thy guilty spirit is borne on 
the blast toward the gates of hell, the hideous 
shrieks of those whom thou has ruined shall 
pierce thee.” 
A (h lrlvarl and a Row. 
Cin c in n a ti, November 2d.—A t a German 
wedding on a dairy farm near Jewish last 
night, a tin-pvn serenade was tendered the 
contracting parties by the young men in tbe 
vicinity. The noise was ordered to be stopped 
by the groom and his friends. The order not 
being complied with, a fight with rocks en­ 
sued, followed shortly by pistol shots. Dur­ 
ing the melee Herman Hibbers, aged 21, one 
of the weddicg guestB, was shot in the side, 
evidently accidentally, by one of bis friends, 
A doctor was called, and it was found the 
bullet had entered the left side and pierced 
the lungs. The wonr.ded man will die. 
*. 
The Earl of Cork. 
C hicago, November 2d.—The Earl of Cork 
is in the city with his son, Viscount Dun­ 
gannon, a young man still in his teens. The 
Earl is traveling for pleasure, and arrived in 
New York about the 1st of October. He has 
made a flying trip through Canada, and will 
now go through to San Francisco, returning 
by way of the Southern Pacific and New 
Orleans, He is a fine-looking, middle-aged 
gentleman of the Irish type, and his family 
name is Boyle. He is Liberal whip in tbe 
House of Lords, and will therefore have to 
be in London for the opening Parliament in 
the beginning of January. The EarlBeemed 
much interested in the emigration question, 
and inquired eagerly into the condition of 
the Irish people in America. He says nearly 
every tenant in his part of Ireland has some 
relative in this country, and all aopear to 
look forwatd to coming here. There is a 
universal desire to emigrate to this country 
among certain classes of the people. 
The Canadian P ad lie. 
CHICAGO, November 2d.—The Canadian 
Pacific Railway Directors have Bcooped in 
81,000,000 by buying the company’s stock on 
a margin previous to the announcement that 
the Government had guaranteed them 3 per 
cent, dividend on the capital Btock of the 
Government. At the Cabinet meeting at Ot­ 
tawa yesterday, it was definitely agreed to 
accept tbe company's proposition to loan the 
Givernment §1,500,000 at 4 per cent., which 
will be utilized in the redemption of the na­ 
tional debt, on condition that they guarantee 
3 per cent, dividend for ten years. The first 
§500,000 will be deposited at once, and ap­ 
proved security will be given for the remain­ 
der. 
Advance In Seal Skins. 
N ew Y ork, November 2d.—Advices re­ 
ceived from liondon yesterday state that at 
the regular sale of seal skins, prices advanced 
from 30 to 100 per cent., making an average 
advance of 50 per cent. The advance is due, 
it is said, to tbe meager capture of seals. 
Such a marked increase in tbe price of skins 
has happened only once before. 
Riotous H ungarian Striker*. 
R eading (Pa.), November 2d. — Deputy 
Sheriff Strunk and a posse of policemen have 
returned from Gibraltar, five miles from here, 
the scene of the railroad riot, having in cus­ 
tody twenty-one rioters. They will have a 
hearing in tha morning. They are all Hun­ 
garians, employed on the new Schuylkill 
branch of the Pennsylvania road. 
This 
morning contractor Haurmau paid them off 
aad discharged them, because they were re­ 
bellious, and demanded higher wages. They 
got drunk, intimidated other workmen, and 
tried to persuade them not to work. They 
next attacked the laborers’ quarters, tore 
down tbe shanties, and broke and destroyed 
everything they could lay hands on. A posse 
pursued them on tbe road and caught up with 
them at Birdsboro, where all were captured 
except one or two. Pistols were taken from 
several. 
Others carried dangerous-looking 
knives. A charge of riot and intimidating 
workmen will be preferred against them. A 
man and woman were assaulted, and tbe lat­ 
ter badly injured. 
Bound to H ill H im . 
G alveston, November 2j.—At Belton, 
Wednesday night, L. J. Williams, a lawyer, 
was passing the restaurant of Geoige Ecklee, 
when the latter stepped out and emptied four 
chambers of a six-shooter in Williams’ back. 
Eckles then went inside and returned with a 
shotgun, and discharged one barrel into 
Williams’ throat and face. The other barrel 
missed fire, whereupon Eckles brought out 
another shotgun, and shot both barrels at 
Williams’ prostrate body. The pair bad a 
difficulty a few days before, durinc which 
Williams shot at Ecales, but missed. The 
origin of tbe trouble is not stated. 
Ineendlary Farm Laborers. 
C orunna (Ind.), November 2d.—For some 
time the farmers in this neighborhood who 
own self-binding harvesters have been re­ 
ceiving letters through this and adjoining 
Post' dices, threatening vengeance because of 
these machines causing a reduced demand for 
farm laborers. These threats took tbe form 
of incendiary bare-burning this week, several 
bams being consumed already, including two 
last night. Une of these was set on fire at 3 
o’clock this morning, after the owner had 
guarded it until 2, There is much excite­ 
ment, and the farmers are forming a vigilance 
committee. 
The Approach of W inter. 
P etersburg (Va.). November 2d.—There 
was considerable frost, the first this season, 
last night. Some damage was done to vege­ 
tation. Frost unusually late. 
M em ph is, November 2d,—There was a kill­ 
ing frost, with ice, throughout this section 
last night. 
C leveland (0.), November 21.—The Btorm 
continues, Tne lake is still lashed to fury by 
the gale. 
C leveland, November 24.—The great 
Btorm is abating. No serious damage is re­ 
ported iu this district, except the stranding of 
the schooner Minch Merrill, That no life 
was lost was due to the heroic and skillful 
work of Captain Goodman and his life-saving 
crew, who rescued from vessels seventeen 
men, and the wife of Captain Coleman of the 
Merrill, all of whom were in imminent peril, 
but were brought ashore by firing lines from 
a howitzer to the vessel, and rnnning baskets 
back and forth. 
A number of vessels have 
putin here for shelter. 
Rallroail A rrldents. 
CI.ARINDA (la.), November 2d.—Tbe Can­ 
nonball train over the Humestone and She- 
naudoah road, going east, was wrecked 
Wednesday night at the trestlework over 
Weatforked river, five mile east of Shenan­ 
doah. The engine, baggage car and coach 
rolled down an embankment of fifty feet. 
The sleeper remained on the track. The en­ 
gineer was killed and the fireman and express 
messenger seriously injured. The accident is 
ascribed to the displacement of a rail on the 
bridge by train-wreckers for the purpose of 
robbery. 
D ealrncllon by Fire. 
C leveland (O ), November 2d.—A large 
part of the village of Willoughby was de­ 
stroyed by fire this morning. The aggregate 
loss is estimated at §100,000. Insurance 
possibly dne-half. 
D iphtheria. 
W orcester (Mass.), November 2d.—The 
West Boyletton schools have been closed. 
There ware fifty cases of diphtheria within 
one week, and five deaths.

C hicago, November 2d. — Congressman 
Finerty has received the following cablegram 
from A. M. Sullivan, dated London : “ Itis 
positive that none but members of the Eng­ 
lish bar will be allowed active participation iu 
Court.” This refers to tbe trial of O’Donnell 
for the murder of informer Carey. 
I'rgrd to Do Their D uly. 
Alrant (N. Y.), November 2d.—Governor 
Cleveland has issued a proclamation, calling 
upon all District Attorneys within the State, 
ail Sheiiffs and peace officers, and others 
having in charge the execution of the laws, 
to exercise the utmost diligence in tbe dis­ 
covery and punishment of violations of the 
bribery Acts. 
D issatisfied Negroes, 
A ustin (Tex.), November 2d.—Adjutant- 
General King reports that the negroes are 
dissatisfied with the exclusive cars for their 


accommodation, and says the train men 
on the Texas Central, where the system has 
just been inaugurated, are compelled to take 
the colored people out of the cars assigned to 
the whites.

Her 
old sailing craft gave place to ships on the 
European model, steamers were subse­ 
quently introduced, machinery was em­ 
ployed in the rice mills, some of the ltx- 
uries of the W est w ee introduced into the 
honsos of the nobility, and the army was 
partly remodeled and re-armed. But here 
Siamese progress ended ; alike indolent 
and indifferent, the rnling class care 
nothing for the material prosperity of the 
country bo long as the taxes can be col­ 
lected and tbe means procured for the en­ 
joyment of sybaritic pleasures by the no­ 
bility. Thus it was that even a project for 
connecting Siam with the outside world by 
telegraph languished, and waa deferred for 
years ; thus it is that the railway finds no 
place in the plains of Siam. Spite, how­ 
ever, of the more than apathy of tbe Siam­ 
ese Government, the telegraph will very 
shortly be an accomplished fact in Siam, 
and Bangkok be placed in communication 
with the great capital and marts of the 
world. And so, in time, it may be years, 
the railway will also traverse the country 
of the W hite Elephant, to the great in­ 
crease of its trade and the promotion of its 
already enormous rice cnltivating industry.

CALIFORNIA. 
Yellow Fever In San Francisco. 
S an F rancisco, November 2 1 —When 
Quarantine Officer McAllister to-day boarded 
toe steamer San Bias he was surprised to hear 
that John Murphy, the cabin passenger from 
New York, had died at 3:30 this morning 
with the yellow fever. Up to last evening, 
after Dr. McAllister’s last visit for the day, 
his case was not considered so critical as those 
of the other patients, Peiez and Mines. It 
was thought when his case was first discovered 
that he had the fever in a light form, and Dr. 
McAllister found nothing in his condition 
yesterday to affect thi- opinion. He told the 
passengers and Dr. McAllister that he was 
well enough to go ashore. As late »s yester­ 
day he repeated this assertion. When Dr. 
McAllister saw the bi y this morning the 
face and hands were as yellow as an orange. 
The preparations f ic interment were at once 
made, and it was this morning expected that 
the burial would occur before noon. As in 
other fatal cases the body waa placed in m 
Bir-tigbt, hermetically sealed metallic ccffin. 
The remaining patients had not. at the morn­ 
ing visit of the Quarantine Offi :er, been re­ 
moved to the lighter which had been towed 
out and lay alongside of the San Bias. Dr. 
McAllister said that he was awaiting devel­ 
opments in the case of the third cook, Mines, 
who seemed to be very sick. In fact the 
Mexican, Ferez, seemed to be about the same 
as yesterday. The lighter prepared has three 
rooms, to be used for hospital and kitchen, 
THE LAST VICTIM. 
John Murphy had an affection of the lung, 
and came to the PaciGc coast for his heaitb. 
He told Dr. McAllister that he had been 
troubled by one lung. At the same time he 
made the astonishing confession, for an in­ 
valid seeking renewed heaitb, that coming up 
on the steamer through the tropica he slept 
on deck some of the time, taking his mat­ 
tress out, to get the advantage of the cool 
air. ThiH practice by passengers is prolific of 
fever. After the vesrel arrived here Murphy 
was fully as injudicious. He could not be 
kept quiet in his room, although quiet, in yel­ 
low fever cases, is always insisted upon by 
physicians. He was anxious to get ashore, 
and was little inclined to take advice. He 
died with hemorrhage, According to the 
story of the nurse, Mrs. Aiuslee, who went 
aboard tbe San Bias yesterday, alarming 
symptoms appeared about half-past 7 o’clock 
last night. From that time he sank rapidly. 
He was confident that he would laud here 
alive. Little was known to Dr. McAllister 
concerning Murphy, but it was understood 
that he was possessed of some wealth. He 
appeared to be intelligent, and was pleasant- 
mannered. His age was about 50. He was 
large, and had probably been robust up to 
the time his lungs prompted him to come on 
this fatal journey in search of health. 
SUDDEN CHANGE OF WEATHER. 
Concerning the sudden change of weather 
last night, Dr. McAllister feared this morn­ 
ing that it was not favorable to the patients 
on shipboard. It is commonly understood in 
yellow-fever countries that a large mortality 
among those sick with the fever follows the 
first frost, while at tbe same time the cold 
checks the spread ot the disease. Dr, Mc­ 
Allister considered the cases on the San Bias 
serious when he made his forenoon visit, but 
would make no predictions. No new cases 
had appeared among the passengers who are 
quarantined on the Chins. 
This afternoon it was reported that neither 
Ferez nor the cook had changed o uch in con­ 
dition. Ferez has less hemorrhage than dur­ 
ing yesterday. The cook waa very low and 
the chaBces appeared to be against the recov­ 
ery of either of the patientB. 
Tbe Yosem lte Com m issioners. 
San F rancisco, November 2d.—A meet­ 
ing of the Yosemite Commission will be 
held in this city on the 21st instant, when 
action will be taken on two matters which 
have lately been the subjects of some conten­ 
tion. The Commission consists, besides tbe 
Governor, of Rev. M. U. Briggs, I. W. Ray­ 
mond, W. H. Mills and Mr. O’Brien, Stock­ 
ton ; Mr. Perry, Calaveras. It is probable 
that charges will be made against J. N. 
Hutehins, "Guardian of the Valley,” that 
he has failed to obey the mandate of the 
Board in the matter of the making of a road 
or highway on the fljor of the valley by the 
principal points of interest. Instead of fol­ 
lowing out the directions given him, it is 
claimed that he has run the new thorough­ 
fare so as to be of advantage to the hotel­ 
keepers of the valley, and of advantage to 
one hotel keeper in particular with whom he 
is friendly. Another matter is the fare of 
ex-President Hayes. The Presidential party, 
when visiting this coast, were invited to the 
valley by the Commissioners. The stage 
company which carried them into the valley 
afterward presented a bill, which the Com­ 
missioners refused to pay, alleging that the 
company agreed to perform the service free. 
Signatures of a majority, however, were ob­ 
tained outside the meetings in favor of pay. 
ment. The matter is to be reconsidered. 
The Trial of John 8. Gray. 
S an F rancisco, November 2d.—At the 
opening if Court this morning, Judge Toohy 
said that he had made the most startling and 
disagreeable discovery of reprehensible con­ 
duct ou the part of Borne cue, presumably a 
member of tbe Bar. He said that at the end 
of the former trial one Donnelly published 
an advertisement in a daily paper, containing 
many allegations, nearly all of which were, 
in the opinion of the Court, uptrue. Yester­ 
day one of the jurors received through the 
mail a copy of the advertisement. Judge 
Toohey said that he had no way of judging 
who sent this paper, but he did not suppose 
that the counsel either for defense or prose­ 
cution was to blame in the matter. It was 
done, without doubt, with intent to interfere 
with the administration of justice, and the 
action was most reprehensible. 
Mr. Darwin had endeavored iu vaiu to 
check the Judge's remarks. After the con­ 
clusión he denied on behalf of his client any 
knowledge of tbe action referred to, and As­ 
sistant District Attorney Sullivan said that 
this was the first intimation he had had of 
the affair. 
O'Brien was then called for cross-examina­ 
tion, and after he had taken his seat, Mr. 
Darwin said again, on behalf of bis client, 
that he wished to make and enter a formal 
objection, with all due respect to the Court, 
to Judge Toohy’s having brought this matter 
up in open Court, and in the presence of the 
jury. Especially did he object to the Judge 
having said that the statements of Donnelly’s 
referred to were not true. Fearing that the 
jury might be prejudiced by the remarks of 
the Judge, he wished to enter an objection to 
the Judge's proceedings. He had previously 
requested that the remarks made by the 
Court be taken down by the phonographic 
reporter. It is believed by the District At­ 
torney that all the jurors received copies of 
the advertisement.

It originated 
firBt at GalveBton, Texas, and was reported 
in an interview at San Francisco. A careful 
inquiry waa made, extending over several 
weeks, to confirm this astonishing charge.

A ll Americans will be interested in the 
particulars of the touching ceremony per­ 
formed on the 1st instant at the depot du 
N ord, in honor of Ivan Turgeueff. 
H is 
friends assembled there a t 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon, in order to m ake their last 
adieux before the departure of the re­ 
mains for St. Petersburg. 
One of the sides 
of the depot had been transform ed into a 
chapel entirely draped w ith heavy black 
cloth and crape, and ornam ented with 
silver stars. 
From th e ceiling were sus­ 
pended large crystal chandeliers containing 
a great m any wax candles, but, despite 
which, 
the vast space was bu t dimly 
lighted. 
According to a Kussian mode the 
coffin was placed in an alcove, before which 
burned tw elve large lampB. I t was heavily 
draped w ith velvet and cloth, and thickly 
covered w ith silver stars.

M ore than a thousand per­ 
sons were present to render the last hom­ 
age to the celebrated w riter.

V iardot, M adame Adam, and a large num ­ 
ber of the Russian colony, among whom 
were many elegant ladies dressed in deep­ 
est mourning. 
The solemn occasion was 
organized by Mme. Pauline V iardot, at 
whose houBe Turgeneff died. 
Americans 
w ill remember th at Mme. V iardot is the 
sister of M arie M alibran and of Manuel 
Carcia, the famous Binger now living at 
London. 
In the name of the personal 
friends of 
Turgeneff, E rnest Renan de­ 
livered a most eloquent and touching dis­ 
course, in which he recounted, w ith ad-

“ You desired the liberty of 
your com patriots,” he said, “ and instead 
of the bronzs statues, supported by images 
of the vanquished, which ornam ent the 
tom bs of conquerors, a bit of broken chain, 
upon a simple w hite marble slab, should 
ornam ent yourB.” 
Edmond A bout was 
followed by tw o Russian artists of note, 
who said a few words on the part of the 
Russian residents of Paris. 
A t last the 
Pope W assileff recited the prayers for the 
dead, and all who had assisted at this in­ 
teresting and most touching ceremony re­ 
tired in silence, 
The remains of Ivan 
Turgeneff 
were

later to a special train, and will reach St. 
Petersburg the second day afterw ards. All 
classes of Russians received them w ith en­ 
thusiastic dem onstrations of affectionate 
sorrow. 
THE OREAT EVENT OF T nE HOUR 
Is the w retched contretemps which occurred 
at the reception of Alfonso, K ing of Spain, 
at the depot du N ord. 
I t would be diffi­ 
cult to imagine a greater contrast between 
th e deplorable arrival of the King a t Paris 
and the extrem e dignity which imxt morn­ 
ing m arked the departure of tne young 
sovereign. 
A heavy carpet of velvet was 
laid from the door of the waiting-room of 
the depot to the special train, and at the 
expected moment Alfonso X II. arrived, ac 
companied by the D uke de Fernán Nunez 
and the entire Spanish Embassy. 
The 
K ing was im m ediately surrounded and 
hedged in, as if to protect him, by distin 
guished persons. Alfonso seemed perfectly 
at ease, and bowed graciously right and 
left. 
He was dressed in a bright-gray suit, 
a little round gray felt hat, a cravat of the 
same color, spotted slightly w ith red, w ith 
a small pin in the form of a golden ball 
and wore no decorations. 
W hen the rig 
nal was given for the departure of the train 
th e King advanced to the persons forming

And said an amiable word to each, and 
then, the doors of the depot being opened, 
he walked to the train, which was sur 
rounded by over a hundred curious “ hang­ 
ers on,” kept in order by several police­ 
men.

The departure of th e young 
king was indeed a striking contrast to his 
arrival. 
Greeted at the depot by shouts of 
disdain, and groans, and hissca of "d o w n 
w ith kings 1” the poor fellow m ust have 
felt uncomfortable, and was, no doubt, 
glad to take President (Irevy’s advice and 
hurry away to Bordeaux as speedily as pos­ 
sible. On the day after bis arrival at I’aris 
th e King amnsed himself by promenading 
upon the boulevards w ith Ueneral Blanco,

Of the day at different news stands. 
One 
of the venders said to him, “ Buy the 
K ing Uhlan - i t is the last new thing in the 
newspaper way, and talks of nothing but 
the 
King of 
Spain.” 
“ A h !” said his 
M ajesty, “ it appears th at it is a very sorry 
object, this King of Spain, particularly 
ju st now.” 
" B u t not at all," said the 
news-vender, “ he is very young, and an 
extremely good-natured fellow. 
I saw him 
pass by here yesterday.” 
And the King, 
who bought the King Uhlan, laughed with 
all his heart in relating this Incident on 
his retnrn to the embassy. 
A ltogether, 
Paris has very good reason to feel heartily 
ashamed of the shameful treatm ent of the 
K ing of Spain. 
Let us hope th at the con­ 
sequences may not be as serious as some 
wise people anticipate. 
The Exposition is 
attracting great crowds, but I m ust re­ 
serve an account of it for a future letter, 
O.

B at now comes another of our anomalies, 
one which greatly puzzles European conti­ 
nentals, and which is not alw ays grasped 
even by our American kinsfolk. This is the 
nature of the Eequire. A clase of people are 
habitually called plain “ M r.” in ordinary 
talk, who would be greatly offended if their 
letters were so addressed. I am not epeak- 
ing of those who claim a higher objective 
description ; I mean those who are spoken 
of as “ Mr. A .,” but who, in any formal 
description, from the address of a letter up­ 
ward, m ust be described as “ A. B., Esq.” 
In itself, Esquire, like K night, is a title, if 
not of office, of something very like office; 
and it would not have been wonderful if it 
had been uaual to call men “ K night A .” 
and “ Esquire B.” B ut “ K night A .” seems 
never to have been in use ; and “ Esquire,” 
or rather “ Squire B .,” can hardly be said 
to have ever been in polite use. 
Men, like 
Hampden, who would have ranked as no­ 
bles anywhere out of the British kingdoms, 
were simply "M r. H am pden,” and the 
like. 
To be sure “ M r.” was then more of 
a distinct title than it is now. 
I have seen 
somewhere in the early records of a New 
England colony an order, in which, among 
other pains and penalties decreed against a 
certain man, it is forbidden to speak of him 
any longer as " M r.” Possibly, though used 
to be spoken of as “ M r.,” he did hold the 
teohnical rank of “ Esquire.” 
For E quire 
is a technical rank, as much as Earl or 
K n ig h t; and one odd thing is th at when 
the word, in a contracted shape, is put be­ 
fore a name, it means something different 
from th at technical rank. 
M any people 
put “ Esq.” after their names, not by mere 
assumption or conventionality, but of per­ 
fect right, to whom no living soul would 
ever think of tacking on “ Squire” before 
their names. 
“ Squire A .” m arks a posi­ 
tion which, if not strictly official, certainly 
comes very near to if, a position which is 
not held by all who are described as esquires 
even by strict formal right. 
B at the thing 
th a t most puzzles the foreigner is the pres­ 
ence of the distinctive title after the name, 
or rather its absence before the name. 
He 
is ready to w rite “ Mr, A. B. E sq.;” it íb 
hard to persuade h ie ? to w rite “ A. B. 
E sq.,” w ith nothing before the A. B. And 
no wonder, for it is a description altogether 
w ithout parallel among continental descrip­ 
tions. W e are so used to it th at we hardly 
think of its singularity. 
I t fails to do, at 
least it Beems as if it were going to fail to 
do, the very thing wbieh titles are invented 
to do. 
“ Lord,” “ Sir,” “ M r.” stand as 
guardians before the name, to show th at 
the mere name is not going to be used. 
B ut the name of the esquire stands bare 
w ithout any protection. 
W e do, in fact, 
call him by his mere name, though we 
stick on his description afterw ard. 
" Es­ 
quire” has no feminine ; otherw ise it would 
be curious to see w hether a woman’s name 
could be allowed to stand unsheltered in 
the same way. 
How singular our trea t­ 
m ent of the eeqaire is Been at once if we 
fancy a like treatm ent of the rank next 
above him. 
W e speak of a man as “ Mr, 
A. B .,” and we address our letters to him 
as “ A. B., E sq.” 
I t would be an exact 
parallel if we spoke ef a man as “ Sir A, 
B.” and addressed our letters to him as 
“ A. B., K night.”—[E. A. Freeman, in 
Longman’s Magazine. 


AN EMBRYO VOLCANO. 


The following is from th e Chico Record 
of October 17tb : On the claim of Jack 
W elch, situated on 
the point of 
the 
hill as the road leaves Meseilla valley 
to ascend the Dogtown 
Ridge, can be 
seen m aterial and indications for a first- 
class volcano, which promises to some day 
burst out w ith the fire and fury of old 
Vesuvius. As the traveler passes the point, 
smoke can be Been issuing from an opening 
in the ground, and the whole affair m ight 
be taken for a burning log partially cov 
ered by a landslide or cave in the claim. 
A t some seasons of the year the people up 
th at way experience a sort of drcught, the 
wells, creekB and springs going almost to­ 
tally dry, and the ground in the vicinity 
of the W elch diggings becomes heated and 
Bmoky. 
In the fall they constantly expect 
an eruption, but their fears vanish w ith the 
approach of the rainy season. 
W hile on a 
Tisit to th e Nelson Bar bridge last week, 
several members of the Board of Super­ 
visors Btopped a t the little volcano to in 
spect its mysteries, and Supervisor Brown, 
of BiggB, carried away a large piece of sul 
phnr, 
which he exhibited to a Record 
representative. 
The surface of the speci 
men was black, but the inside, when a 
piece was chipped off, appeared yellow, 
in September the volcano, if such it can 
be called, was in a state of eruption, issu 
ing great clouds of smoke and steam, and 
at times the aiT was filled with clods of 
d irt and fragments of red-hot rocks. 
The 
display was witnessed by a num ber of peo­ 
ple, who Ray th at the fun began w ith a 
loud roar, followed at intervals of five m in­ 
utes by sharp explosions, and following 
each outburst would be a little shower of 
debris. 
In 
our mountainous 
regions 
evidences of volcanic disturbances can be 
seen on every hand, there being heavy lay­ 
ers of lava and black rock which could not 
have been thrown np as they are unless by 
some powerful eruptions. 
The beds of 
stone which one passes over in going up 
the H um boldt road to B utte Meadows 
show th at at one time there has been an 
immense flow of boiling, seething lava, and 
up on the top of one of the Lasaen peaks 
can still be found ashes and cinders of an 
extinct volcano. 
This peak is appropri 
ately called “ Cinder Cone,” and who 
knows but w hat the graud old pile is noth 
ing more than a reposing volcano, which is 
likely to flame up some day w ith a m ighty 
Bhower of hot rocks and lleecy clouds of 
ashes

It is also dangerouB to drink large quan­ 
tities of w ater when very warm, as the 
system receives a shock th at may iead to 
sickness. 
To go in swimming after a long walk 
through the hot sun is also injurious, as the 
blood is driven to the internal organs from 
the surface of the body, and produces con­ 
gestion, and cramps are liable to occur, 
which in many cases have been the cause 
of death by drowning. 
I t is always safer 
to w ait until the body hae cooled before 
plunging into the water, which is generally 
of a lower tem perature than the body. 
Violent exercise taken occasionally will 
not develop the strength as well as a regu­ 
lar amount continued every day. 
If a boy 
wishes to develop his muscles, let him play 
ball or row a certain tim e every favorable 
day. 
Let him cease at the m oment a sense 
of weariness or disinclination seizes him. 
The next day he will be able to stand a lit­ 
tle more exertion, and so by degrees he 
will attain a certain standard, and have a 
reserve force of strength th a t will be the 
foundation of continued good health in the 
future. 
I t is necessary th at the growing 
body should have exercise. 
A ir and sun­ 
light are necessary to growth, and active 
outdoor sports are tbe means by which 
their benefits can be obtained. 
I.st boys have all the out door exercise 
they can. 
Ball-playing, rowing, 
horse­ 
back riding, swimming, are all prime fac­ 
tors in m uscular development, and w ith 
care and judgm ent in their proper use 
will tend to stronger and healthier growth. 
The world needs Btrong men as well as 
wise ones, and indeed the mind will de­ 
velop more rapidly in a sonnd body than in 
a sickly one. 
I t is a grand thing to be 
able to stand hardship and privation in the 
search for tru th and knowledge, and any 
man with good physical strength is equal 
to the ta B k of combating the world if w ith 
it he has the stim ulus of a strong will. 
L et boyB then seek to build up in their 
growing days a sound constitution, and 
life will he more than doubled in valne to 
them .—[H . C. Van Gieson, M. D., in 
H arper’s Young I’eople. 


SCIENTIFIC 
NOTES. 


Pork worms are not quickly destroyed 
by salt. 
In experiments by Mons. Collin 
the trichina: in the superficial parts of 
hams, etc., survived in brine for fifteen 
days, while in a heavy ham the parasites 
were not all killed until the m eat had been 
immersed in brine for two months. 
Prof. Ju lias W eissncr, a German experi 
m enter, finds th at the effect of rain, dew, 
and artificial watering npon the leaves of 
plants is to promote transpiration and ac 
celerate the movement of the sap. 
This 
process may be injurious at times when the 
soil does not contain an abundance of 
moisture. 
The num ber of eggs varies greatly in dif­ 
ferent animals, as it is in proportion to the 
risks during development. 
Thus, the eggs 
of sqnatic tribes, being unprotected by the 
parent, and being largely consumed by 
many animals, are m ultiplied to prevent 
extinction. 
The spawn of a single cod 
contains millions of eggs ; th at of the oys 
ter 6,000,000. 
A caneen bee, during the 
five years of her existence, lays about 1,­ 
000,000 eggs. 
Tbe use of chemicals as an antidote to 
fire is urged more strongly, and seems to 
meet w ith more favor every day. 
The 
latest application of the principle comes in 
the form of a recommendation by a Mr. 
Sehlumberger, th at a bottle of ammonia be 
placed in every barrel of petroleum. 
On 
ignition, from any cause, the bottle would 
break, and the ammoniacal vapors wonld 
at once extinguish the fire. 
An Italian 
savant, M. Pietro Santo, proposes to apply 
tbe same method to collieries liable to fire 
damp. 
Tanks filled w ith ammonia and 
set in convenient places, would, it is 
claimed, 
stop 
the combustion, 
which 
could not subsist in an ammoniacal atm os­ 
phere. 
A very successful trial of an electric 
tram car was lately made on the street 
railroads of Paiis. 
The power was fur­ 
nished by Fanre storage batteries, weigh­ 
ing a b o jt 5,000 pounds, which were fixed 
under the seats of the car and connected 
w ith a Siemens machine under the floor. 
The machine made 1 200 revolutions per 
m inute, im parting (through a system of 
pulleys and chains) six revolutions to the 
wheels of the car. 
The speed of the car 
was nine and a third miles on a level 
gronnd, and five and a half miles on an 
ascent. 
The 
expense of running was 
estim ated at one-half the cost of horse­ 
power. 
E. B. Tsylor, in Nature, says th at the 
microscopic examination of the cross sec­ 
tion of a single human hair is sufficient to 
determ ine to which one of the race divis­ 
ions tbe w earer belongs. 
If examined 
microscopically by Pruner’s method, it 
shows circular, or oval, or reDiform ; its 
follicle curvature may be estim ated by the 
average diam eter of the curls, as proposed 
by Moseley ; its coloring m atter may be 
estim ated by Sorby’s m ethod. 
There has 
been even a system atic classification of 
man published by Dr. W . M uller, of the 
Novara expedition, which is prim arily a r­ 
ranged according to hair, in straight-haired 
rsoes, curly-haired races, etc., w ith a sec­ 
ondary division according to language.

OUR CHILDREN’S BODIES." 
William Blakie, who has obtained con­ 
siderable celebrity as a writer on physical 
culture, and who is a practical gymnast, 
has an article in “ Harper’s” on the care of 
the bodies of our children. There can be 
no doubt that the Americans, as a rule, 
sadly neglect their duty in attending to 
the physical culture of their offspring. The 
trouble is that we run away with the idea 
that if a boy is allowed to romp and play, 
he secures all the exercise needed to the 
proper development of his body. Mr. 
Blakie denounces this popularly entertained 
belief. If we ask him whether we do not 
do our duty, then, if we fit up a gymnasi 
nm with turning bars, swings, ladders, 
ropes, dumbbells, etc., and send our boys 
aud girls in to exercise with approved im­ 
plements, he responds “ No.” We do not 
provide books, maps, scbool-rooms and 
blackboards, and turn our children loose in 
the school-house to acquire an education as 
best they may. What is needed, therefore, 
is direction. 
In this respect our German 
citizens are far ahead of us in their theory 
and practice. The iad who has gymnastic 
appliances at hand without a teacher to 
direct him i; apt to strain and injure him­ 
self, and will attempt in a single day, with­ 
out growth to the ability, all the dillicult 
feats he has ever seen a trained gymnast 
accomplish. 
Neither can strength be 
built up, nor the muscnlar system 
be developed by misdirected exercise, 
however patiently adhered to. Blakie 
is an enthusiast ; he draws some disagree­ 
able pictures of modern physical degener­ 
acy that are unquestionably over-colored— 
nevertheless there is much truth in what he 
says, and much food for serious reflection. 
Not one boy in five, he alleges, is well built 
or properly developed, or developed as he 
may be by proper culture of his body. 
W ith girls the case is much worse. Those 
who can wear a Jersey are very few, 
because it becomes only a fine figure, and 
this few have because the gifts of nature 
have not been developed. Kunning is a 
lost art among girls. Vet there live those 
to-day, our author might well have added, 
who remember the fleet-footed strong-limbed 
girls of halt a century ago. There are not 
probably ten girls out of fifty, nor twenty 
boys out of the same number, who can 
possibly run a mile without danger of ruin­ 
ing themselves for life. But almost any 
school boy or school girl should be able to 
run a mile not only without distress, but 
with pleasure and benefit. We all know 
that Mr. Blakie is correct when he answers 
that the majority, and, let us add, the vast 
majority, of girls have weak arms. Set 
them a task of lifting and note how much 
they can accomplish. The teachers at 
West I’oint, the New York Gymnasium, 
Harvard, Oxford, and other places where 
physical culture is attended to, have no 
difficulty in adding an inch to the fore­ 
arm, and more to the upper arm, and from 
three to five inches to the girth of the 
cheat of their pupil in a single year 
by only the simplest forms of gymnastic 
bxercists—such as even the weakest may 
engage in. 
With strength comes the 
ability to endure, to resist disease, 
and to embrace that priceless boon, 
good health. Blakie quotes to us a 
long list of eminent authorities to 
establish the proofs that our women are in 
most cases too weak for the ordinary duties 
and demands of womanhood, and that defi­ 
cient physique is the bane of American 
women generally. He quotes largely from 
teachers, also, to show how large a propor­ 
tion of our children are detained from 
school by reason of sickness, the result of 
v eafcness. lie protests warmly against so 


great confinement to books, and so little 
attention to physical culture in the schools. 
While he is an extremest, there are in his 
article suggestions and recital that come 
home to all of us as truths, and as warn­ 
ings. Huxley was clear on the anbject 
when he declared that he would far sooner 
have his son broad-chested, deep-lunged 
and enduring, with sound, well-trained 
common sense for anything he might have 
to do in life, than a keen and brilliant man, 
flashy and unsteady in his effortB, and not 
to be relied on for persistent hard work. 
When the streets of New York were turned 
up to put in the steam-heating pipes the 
clerks and business men on the lower floors 
of the houses sickened with malarial dis­ 
eases, while the hardy workmen in the 
very depths of the trenches were un­ 
affected ; they rather seemed to thrive 
in the damp, ill-smelling soil. They 
were 
able, by their superior physi­ 
cal development, to resist the poi­ 
son. 
The Canadians are far ahead of 
ua in the physical culture of their 
children, because so much of time is 
given to out-door exercise, and to indul­ 
gence in Skating, and in that the girls are 
even more expert than the boys, and rival 
the world for the grace of their movements 
and also for their agility as runners. There 
is something invigorating in only looking 
upon the glow of ruddy health they enjoy 
as a result of their constant proper exer­ 
cise. That dyspepsia and neuialgia are all 
too common among our people is an estab­ 
lished fact, and that we bring them upon 
ourselves and our children by too much 
work and too little relaxation is demon­ 
strable. 
Mr. Blakie might well have 
quoted Herbert Spencer, who when in 
this country last fall declared to a New 
York reporter that the Americans were 
devotees of the gospel of work, and of all 
other people on the globe need the preach­ 
ing of the gospel of relaxation. We 
Btrongly incline to concurrence with Mr. 
Blakie that one of the great needs of the 
day, if we would preserve our race from 
effeminacy and serious physical degeneracy, 
is to introduce the study of physical cult­ 
ure among our school children, even at 
the expense of some brain culture. 


■ ■■ 
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THE CONTROL OF MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS. 
Our evening contemporary says we 
should “ remember that citizens’ tickets at 
municipal or other elections are only useful 
when the occasion calls for them—when all 
the regular parties totally ignore the wishes 
of the people. At other times they are 
pernicious, defeating the end sought to be 
attained.” That journal should justify 
the statement made in the last sentence, if 
it can. We fail to comprehend what 
“ pernicious ” influence accompanies the 
choice of municipal administrators by the 
people when they act without the employ­ 
ment of political party agency. To 
say that municipal affairs should be sep- 
erated from political influences only when 
political parties become outrageously defi­ 
ant of the people’s wishes, is to ignore the 
principle upon which all political econo­ 
mists agree that municipal affairs should be 
conducted, and which experience is every 
day justifying. Our evening contemporary 
does not rise to the level of the principle in­ 
volved, far its comments imply its belief that 
political parties have some sort of a mort­ 
gage upon municipal administration, which 
is to be avoided only when they violate its 
conditions. We elaim that all municipal 
affairs should be administered by the peo­ 
ple irrespective of political methods, for 
municipal matters are simply business 
matters, calling for the exercise of the high­ 
est business wisdom, and are best adminis­ 
tered by officials who are responsible to the 
people of the municipality alone, and not 
to any political organization. None better 
than our contemporary are advised as to 
the methods by which tile party voice is 
often controlled. None better than it know 
bow often the will of the people has failed to 
find expression, because so frequently there 
was little choice between the nominations 
of the several parties. 
None better than 
our contemporary know that if the original 
plans of political conspirators in this city 
are carried out, not only will its own de­ 
mand for early nominations be unheeded, 
but in the selection the people, as such, 
will have about as much voice as the 
dwellers in the wilds of Africa. If the 
scheme is not carried out it will be because 
the " machinists ” are sufficiently shrewd 
to sec which way the wind is setting, have 
already felt the public pulse and noted its 
beat, and will shape their course accord­ 
ingly. But whatever is done here or else­ 
where will not weaken our adhesion to the 
doctrine that the relationship of citizens in 
a town or city is purely economical, and 
that in the economy of such government as 
is necessary to those relations business 
principles should dominate and political 
tests cut no figure. We arc convinced 
that municipal reform is not effected by 
shifting the responsibility from the shoul­ 
ders of one party to the shoulders of an­ 
other, but by the assumption of municipal 
control by citizens, irrespective of party 
obligations. We agree with Mr. Kasson 
that public virtue should not be so supine 
that it can only be ronsed by a slap in the 
face—it should be just as vigilant as 
“ vicious politics.” 


THE RIGOR OF DEFENSE WE SHOULD 
APPLY. 
When Spain, on the outbreak of the 
cholera, closed her ports to all ships com­ 
ing from infected regions, she acted in the 
right spirit, as it is the only known way to 
prevent the introduction of the plague. If 
the shipmaster protested that he had a 
clean fi ll of health, the naval officials re­ 
plied, “ No matter, you come from a pro­ 
scribed port—stand off.” As a conse­ 
quence the probability of the disease being 
brought in was as far removed as was pos­ 
sible. Something of the same rigor is all 
that will protect California from the yellow 
fever next spring. It should be applied 
by sea and land. Let it be understood 
that this Government will not per­ 
mit the passage of travelers over 
the Mexican line from infected places 
into the territory of the United States, 
nor will she permit travelers from yellow 
fever ports to enter at ours, and we shall 
have fair measure of protection. The 
transcontinental railway that brings Mexi­ 
can passengers into the States can well 
afford to break connection in the spring 
and refuse to receive passengers from 
Mexico at any point. What it may lose if 
it does not, will be ten thousand fold in 
excess of the fees it will collect from the 
passengers for transportating them, For 
it must be apparent to any intelligence, 
that the introduction of the yellow fever 


into California will set this State back ten 
years or more. Travel will stop, immigra­ 
tion cease, tourists decline to visit us, 
commerce stagnate, trade deeline, and an 
ill reputation attach to our State that we 
can never shake off. Millions of dollars 
will not measure the damage to result from 
yellow fever once securing a foothold 
among ub. It would seem that what little 
trade and passenger traffic we have down 
the Mexican and Central American coast 
might profitably be sacrificed for one 
season to the exclusion of the plague next 
year. In order that a half-dozen boats 
may do a limited carriage business must 
we take the risk of an invasion that will 
practically turn this community upon the 
backward path for a decade ef time ? But 
if, on the other hand, we can resist the 
assault of the plague next season will we not 
inspire renewed confidence in the capabili­ 
ties of C aliforniaWe note that quarantine 
officer McAllister protests against the bur­ 
dens put on him at San .Francisco, 
“ How,” says he, “ can I be up night and 
day ? How can I board a half-dozen ves­ 
sels at the same time ? How can one 
officer watch this great port? Shall I 
never sleep, eat or rest ?” If a full quar­ 
antine force is not put on duty at San 
Francisco, that city will deserve the terrible 
fate that will overtake her should yellow 
fever effect a lodgment on shore. 


THE MORMON PROBLEM. 
Rev. Dr. Newman tells his people that 
Mormonism can only be obliterated by dis­ 
organizing the territorial form of govern­ 
ment in Utah, and putting that region un­ 
der the immediate control of Congress. 
The Utah Commission reports in favor of 
continuing the disfranchisement of polyg­ 
amists. 
The Rev. Talmage proposes to 
march an army to Salt Lake, and slay and 
spare not. The Chicago Time-< proposes to 
send infidelic missionaries to LTtah to con­ 
vert the Saints to unbelief. 
There 
are ecorea of other wonderful plans 
suggested, 
not 
one 
of 
which is 
worthy serious 
consideration, except 
that of the Commission. So far as 
it goes, it is well enough. But the 
“ remedy ” is not a specific, aud never can 
be. Mormon religious zeal will outrun 
the ambition to exercise the right of suf­ 
frage. If CongreSB ever becomes possessed 
by an earnest desire to crush out polyg­ 
amy, it can do so by the enactment and en­ 
forcement of laws. There íb no need of 
armed bodies to war on the people, no need 
to break up the Territory, no necessity for 
assailing the religion of the people, save so 
far as it contravenes the law. What is 
needed is sincerity in our National Legis­ 
lature. The truth is Congress ne\er has 
had 
heart in the matter of re­ 
form m Utah. 
Political influences 
and possible political contingencies have 
cut too large figures in all the legislation 
offered relative to the suppression of 
polygamy. No one can expect laws to be 
enforced when the law-makers lack spirit 
in pronouncing against an evil. We are 
told that in Idaho and Wyoming the dark 
side of Mormonism is showing up aggress­ 
ively, and that the Church could arm in 
those territories some 100,000 men. Sup­ 
pose it could ; suppose it did ; what would 
that amount to ? No one is so foolish, we 
trust, as to seriously entertain the idea 
that Mormons contemplate resisting the 
United States of America by force of arms. 
They can make more effective resistance in 
a bloodless way. They are incomparable 
lobbyists, aud their chief battles are fought 
in the lobby. 
The politicians are the 
pieces they move upon the national chess­ 
board, and if they are not checkmated it is 
because they are more skillful players than 
fifty millions of people opposed to them. 
Whenever the law-making power soberly 
and sincerely resolves to put a stop to 
polygamy, it can accomplish all that is de­ 
sired. Polygamy flourishes now because 
there have been aimed at it no sufficiently 
vigorous blows. To confess that the nation 
cannot effectively legislate and enforce 
the law against it, is to humiliate ourselves 
by an admission that will make our boasted 
republic a by-word among the nations. 


THE NEWSPAPER WAR AT THE EAST. 
A New York letter dec! ires that it is 
recognized among newspaper men in that 
city that the recent cutting of rates be­ 
tween the city journals has reduced the 
value of the newspaper plants vastly. The 
JJerald is not to-day worth what it was 
two monthB ago by a million of dollars, nor 
is the Times nearly so good a property. 
This looks reasonable. There is a line, to 
pass which in competition is to enter upon 
the region bounded by damage and deteri­ 
oration. There are no economic considera­ 
tions in behalf of the public which com­ 
mand that a thing be sold for less than it 
is actually worth, measured by its cost of 
production. It is also probable that the 
reduction in the price of the great dailies 
will reduce correspondingly the value of 
their service. The plant always strives to 
keep up the full measure of its profits. 
Now with rcdujlion of price there must be 
a vast increase of patronage, or a reduction 
of the cost of production. But the reduc­ 
tion in price, when it is such as to afford 
no profit from the sale of the article, 
cannot be offset by increased patronage. It 
follows that there will be retrenchment in 
the domestic policy of the great papers, 
and possibly a slight margin of increase in 
the advertising schedules, which the public 
must bear. The papers were sold low 
enough before the rate war was engaged in. 
The new rate; must work disadvantageous­ 
ly to the public, for it is certiin that the 
publishers do not propose to lose by it.

ENGLISH AND AMESICAN CARS. 
Tothe American, accustomed to theroomy 
aud leveling coaches of the railways in 
this country, there is something unaccount­ 
able about the pertinacity with which our 
English cousins cling to the absurd railway 
carriages of England. The American re­ 
volts at the idea of being locked into a 
compartment capable oi holding but six or 
seven persons, and so circumscribed as to 
room that he cannot move abont or change 
his seat or march ont upon a platform or 
promenade up and down an aisle. The 
American car has its disadvantages, as 
have most of the products of hnman skill, 
but compared with the English railway 
carriage, it is perfection. A woman can 
ride the length and breadth of this conti­ 
nent in an American car with perfect 
safety. The guarantee for that is that she 
is surrounded at all times by at least a 
score of travelers, who will submit to 
no outrages and tolerate no insnlts to a 
woman. The whole train is open to all the 
passenger», who may move from one car to 


another of the same class with perfect 
freedom, alight when they please at sta­ 
tions, and visit freely with their fellow- 
passengere. But in the English carriage, 
even when it is full, there are but a few 
people, and there is just as likely as not to 
be no protection to the very traveler of ^11 
others who moat needs it. These are not 
new suggestions ; they have over and over 
again been the subject of comment, Eng­ 
lish railroad history is replete with 
instances of murders, robberies and out­ 
rages in the prison-like vacs of the lines into 
which travelers are fast locked, and which 
cannot be visited by the guard at the very 
time of all others when his presence would 
be of any value to the passengers. But 
the history of the past seems to work little 
change in the English system, and now we 
are called upon to record another instance 
of the small carriage folly. A passenger 
riding on a London suburban railway line 
on Monday, in one of these cloBed cars, 
was assaulted by a lunatic with whom he 
was locked in, and was beaten until be was 
insensible. The only other occupant of the 
compartment was a lady who, on arrival at 
the station, gave the alarm and the mad­ 
man was secured. It is apparent without 
any explanation such a thing could never 
have happened in an American railway car. 
It is possible that a madman might be ad­ 
mitted to a car, and spring upon and 
wound, or even kill, a passenger before he 
could be seized, but the probability of such 
a thing happening is more remote than the 
likelihood of being attacked by a lunatic 
upon the public street in broad daylight. 


OVER POPULATION. 
There are alarmists who fear that the 
time is near at hand when the country will 
be too densely populated, and they have 
renewed the periodical discussion on that 
topic. The time may come, but it is now- 
very remote. If we admit that in fifty 
years more we will have increased 
to 150,000,000 of people, we still shall not 
have so dense a population as that of 
France by one-fourth, when the habitable 
area of the two countries is compared. 
There is no reason for a century to come to 
take alarm because of density of popula­ 
tion in the United States. What we do 
need to be concerned about is the occupa­ 
tion of tfco Boil in the mean time. If we 
can prevent its absorption by the few, and 
encourage successfully its occupancy by 
the many, and strangle in its infancy the 
tendency to establish landlordism here, the 
question of density of population will take 
care of itself for the next century and a 
half, l’olitically our rapid growth may 
cause us trouble ; there may develop a dis­ 
position to fall apart; but so far as the abil­ 
ity of our soil to maintain a vast popula­ 
tion is involved, we repeat that this, and the 
next five generations need have little con­ 
cern. 


TEE EXCLUSION ACT. 
The New York Tribune asks if the Chi­ 
nese Exclusion Act is a failure, and how 
long it will be before the people of this 
coast will ask themselves that question ? 
We of the coast can answer it already. So 
far as the bill itself is concerned, and the 
spirit of it, it is no failure, but the law is 
misused by Chinese officials, who issue cer­ 
tificates never contemplated by the na­ 
tional Legislature. What we have to do 
is to more clearly define the word “ la­ 
borer,” and to notify the Chinese Govern­ 
ment of our estimate of the word. This 
will be one of the first duties of Congress 
on assembling. 
Tne Tribune, says the 
Chinese Government may easily differ 
from ours as to the fact whether the laun- 
dryman, the shoemaker and the oigarmakcr 
are laborers or merchants. Very true; 
but our definition will be very likely to be 
respected by the Chinese Government, 
which in truth, we believe, does not wish 
to put a narrow construction upon the 
treaty provisions, whatever some of its 
subordinate officials may do. 


COMPRESSED AIR MOTOR. 
An experiment is about to be made at 
Rochester, N. Y., which, if successful, will 
solve all the problems relating to the pro­ 
pulsion of street cars. The proposition is 
to use compressed air. Of course this is 
not new, but it is claimed that the method 
of compressing and of application are new. 
The Rochester company has, by utilizing 
the lower falls at that point for power, suc­ 
ceeded in compressing air until the pressure 
represents three hundred pounds to the 
square inch. 
This it is claimed will 
induce a speed on level rails of ten miles 
per hour. The test is to be made at an 
early day, and the Tost Express announces 
its belief in its success. Should it pi ove 
practicable, not only will horses on street­ 
car lines be superseded, but the cable roads 
will not be so convenient, safe or econom­ 
ical as the roads operated with compressed 
air. The motor will then be under com­ 
plete control of the car-driver and inde­ 
pendent of all other machinery. 


If the Republican party in this city has been true 
to its trusts, we are asked, why take the adminis­ 
tration of municipalflairs out of its hands : lu the 
first place, ft has not the administration of affairs in 
its hands. In the second place the loss Is not due 
to the parti, but to the schemes, malpractice and 
management of rings and bosses.

Rut we do say that in the conduct 
of municipal affairs there is uo need for party poli­ 
tics to enter, and that their elimination frees the 
city administration from the domination of the polit­ 
ical machinist ; and whether he is Republican or 
Democrat, he is odious. 


Tus people should give Commissioner Dudley 
their earnest sympathy in his effort to “ clean out " 
the corrupt pension agents who have made the Ten­ 
sion Bureau a world of trouble, and have brought 
rcpp-aeh upon the Government. District Attorney 
Corkhill is seconding the tff jrts of the Commissioner 
with vigor, and it begins to look as if there will 
soon he not only a full exposure of the extensive 
frauds on the treasury, but that punishment will be 
meted out to not a few offenders. 


Thk Napa Reporter charges that we uphold men 
who violate pledges, while denouncing pledge mak­ 
ing and breaking. Nothing of the kind, neighbor. 
You insist that the Railroad Commission has not 
made material reductions; we hold they have, and 
such material ones as will cripple industries Cali­ 
fornia should foster.

THE STORY 
OP A «TORY WRITER- 
BOOK REVIEW. 


An Ai-tobiooraphv. By Anthony Trollope. New 
York : Harper A Bros. (Franklin Square Library). 
San Francisco : A. L. Bancroft A Co. 
The autobiography of Anthony Trollope, 
which has just been given to the world, and 
that the New York Herald had synopeized 
and cabled to America recently, will, uniese 
we are mnch mistaken in our estimate of 
popular taetee, attract attention from the 
general public of a character that does not 
attach to many works cf that order. It will 
not be the result of the literary merit of the 
work, for in fact as a literary production it is 
only ordinary ; but the interest will be of the 
kind that is born of curiosity. As there is 
about the stage life of actors a peculiar inter* 
est that is inviting even to those who never 
enter a theater, so about the lives of famous 
literary men there is an interest which is in­ 
definable. Men love to lift the curtain and 
look in upon the privacy, the inner life, the 
methods, the trivia and temptations of the 
man who has endeared himself to them by 
the magic of his genius. Carlyle, Dickens, 
Byron, George Eliot, George Sand and a 
score of others have been the subjects of this 
curiosity, and the privacy of their lives has 
been laid bare for public inspection. Trol­ 
lope probably intended to take the edge from 
this inquiring spirit by telling all there was 
to be told concerning himteif. He protests 
that what ke has written of himself and the 
men of his time is the strictest truth, at:d set 
dowD free from prejudice. This we are fain 
to believe. Tnllope will never rank among 
the great novelists. He was tot a 
great master of 
fiction ; 
but nei­ 
ther 
was 
he 
an 
ordinary 
one. 
He was a popular novelist; he got close to 
the popular heart; he won his way to the 
sympathies of the great middle, conservative 
class. He did not command for his pages the 
most cultured readers, nor invite to review of 
his methods the great critics ; but be did 
command a world of readers, and a host of 
critics whose admiration and whose criticism 
no literary man can affird to despise, lie 
was a successful rovelist as the world meas­ 
ures 6uccese. He won his way to an honora­ 
ble front by dint of bard work. He be­ 
lieved genius to be a curse when un­ 
accompanied by dogged industry, and per­ 
sistent, determined application. He was 
eminently a working novelist. He entered 
life under difficulties, and struggled against 
adverse circumstances which would have 
swept the ordinary man down the current 
inti obscurity. Now the self-told tale of the 
life of such a man, one so well known to Eng­ 
lish speaking people, must be full of interest. 
We have found it so, and predict for the 
work a wide reading. Let us briefly outline 
the autobiography, and in doing which we 
shall not by any means detract from its in­ 
trinsic interest, but rather invite to the pleas­ 
ure its peruRal inspires. Tne work was given 
to the public on the 14th of October. It was 
Trollope s wish that it should be published 
speedily after his death. 
It is to the credit 
of the modesty of the man that he did 
not present it in his lifetime. He at­ 
tributes its writing to the aptitude 
of an old man’s mind to recur to the pas­ 
sages of his own life. To tell everything of 
one’s own life, he holds to be impossible. 
“ How can one endure the doing of bo mean 
a thing,” he exclaims. But he admits that 
be is forced to speak more of himself than he 
likes, because he is so anxious to f-peak of 
those with whom he was associated, and 
adiong whom he passed hie days. His father's 
life was early a failure, and there resulted a 
tempestuous disposition and an ugly temper 
that wore out the ppirit of Trollope's mother, 
and brought upon the children much misery. 
The old home will be remembered by Trol­ 
lope’s readers as “ Orley Farm. ’ At school, 
because he was poor, the boy was set upon by 
his comrades and bullied in a way to “ take 
the starch out” of him effectually, and to do 
more—to humiliate him. He had but poor­ 
est clothing, and that ill-kept, and he soon be­ 
came known as “the dirty boy of Harrow 
school.” His teachers, as teachers are all too 
apt to do, followed the movement of the 
scholars, and neglected, irsulted and morti­ 
fied the iad. He was the victim cf pedagogic 
tyrants, and, as a consequence, suffered ali 
the agonies of which a sensitive Dature is 
capable. His education at best was a poor 
one, and it really impresses the reader that 
he would have been better off out instead of 
in school. He had to toil as few lads do at 
school, walking, for instance, twelve miles a 
day to his tasks. Finally family misfortunes 
drove the Trollopes to France, and 
there 
Anthony 
became 
a 
school 
usher, 
taking thereafter a clerkship 
in the London Poetottice. How he¡ ever 
managed to pass the civil service examina­ 
tion is as much a puzzle to the reader as 
it seems to have been to Trollope. 
At 
this time his whole family, excepting his 
mother and himtelf, was dying miserably 
in poverty, and the mother watched the 
sick and sat up at night and wrote novels to 
gain a crust and keep a roof over head. 
That a lad who did not know the multiplica­ 
tion table, knew next to nothing cf the art 
of penmanship and was abominably ignorant 
of the Euglieh branches generally, should have 
passed the examination prefatory to the 
clerkship named, is not at all creditable to 
the Eoglish system of that day. Trollope 
tells the story ot that examination in his 
well-known tale entitled “ The Three Clerks/’ 
But he got the plac?, and it wa3 lucky for him 
that he did. It was the taming point in his 
career. He had all the days of his youth been 
building castles iu the air. He was constantly 
constructing tales and imaginary romances 
and dramas, and dreaming of the things he 
cuuld write down if he only knew how. 
These fancies were not vague, but well de­ 
fined, and with him took on tfce coherency of 
reality. The more he dreamed the more real 
they became, and the more the necessity 
seemed to press him on to the writing of them 
down. Still he did not take up the idea of 
attempting it until he left the Postctiice. 
The truth was, that outside of his tasks 
he was constantly kept busy dodging 
creditors and fighting misery and poverty. 
The ordinary youth would have gone to the 
bottom, and have been raked up finally in 
the gutters by the police, but Trollope had 
in him stuff for better things. With a mighty 
resolve he fled from London when he was 26, 
and went up into Ireland on outside postal 
work. He had to ride about and investigate 
complaints against officials, and this led him 
to the study of character, which had not be­ 
fore much engaged him, and proved of great 
service to tfie green youth. 
The rough 
knocks he received hardened him, made him 
practical, and he girded up his loins for a 
fight with the world. Unfortunately he fell 
in love just at the wrong time, as young 
literary men usually do, and married. But, 
perhaps, after all, it was best for him, as the 
necessity for a great struggle was now all the 
more pressing. So he set him down to put 
to paper the fancies of years that had been 
weaving in his hrain—and so was born bis 
first novel. Ha had really commenced the 
work prior to marriage, but that caused him 
to complete what else might have rem&ioed 
unfinished. He was nearly two years in its 
composition. Dark as were those dayp, he says 
that alter marriage he wu never without 
moiMj, while before that, we mast believe, 
ha was often without bread. The book was 
* published, and that was the last Trollope ever 
* heard 
it. Not a cent did it bring him. 


He ventures to say, that perhaps fifty copies 
did sell. But this first story revealed to him 
his errors, his strength, his weakness, and 
the direction he should take. 
He had the 
good sense to be his own critic, and a 
merciless one. 
His second novel was 
“ The Kellys and the O’Kellys,’* a volume 
that still has some sale. His publisher ad­ 
vised him to give up novel writing, and told 
him he was a failure, point blank. His third 
novel, “ La Vendee,” he sold for $100. 
“ The Warden * proved a better friend to 
him, and brought some bread to the door. He 
wrote a hand-book of Ireland and a drama, 
and both were failures. Bat he wss not dis­ 
couraged. He simply doubled his efforts and 
trebled his determination to win, and win he 
did. His example is a useful one for the de­ 
spairing ; it is full of encouragement for 
those who feel the desire to wing a flight, but 
fear to trust their pinions, and are lacking in 
determination and application. He set out 
for himself task?, and applied the whip like 
a slave-driver. He said : “ Here, Anthony, 
you must write so many pages each day, of 
so many words to the page 
a bit of advice, 
and a method, which we cannot commend, 
however well it worked in bis case. So much 
reading daily, with Buch writing a s his incli­ 
nation led him to do, would have resulted iu 
better woik, as it did subsequently. But for 
most of his after-life he kep: up the play of 
the lash of the task-master, aud ground out 
his accustomed weekly grist. He wro‘e as 
he rode in the rail cars, he jotted down 
thoughts in the coach. He always kept 
ahead of his publishers, and never was 
overtaken by the printer. His hook goes 
somewhat iuto detail as to the work 
of the novelist, and ventures to ana­ 
lyze methods cf wcrk, but in doing so 
he does not interest us as he does in his nar­ 
rative. Trollope w h s himself, as one critic 
remarks, a man without theories, and any 
attempt he ever made to theoriza was a 
f ailure, jmt as in this case. He got for “Orley 
Farm ” over $15 C00, which was the most be 
received for any novel. But for a much 
shorter story, “ The Clavering?,” he received 
$14,000. His total gains were, for all his 
books, £344,605. The things which made 
Trollope a successful writer wtre his ahiiiry to 
see correctly, to look upon things as they are, 
to record facts, to picture realities and to add 
just enough of color to make the picture at­ 
tractive. Besides, he wrote himself into hi* 
novels, and as he was a plain man, capable of 
receiving impressione, and of sympathies, be 
wrote all about him into his novels whenever 
he wrote his own thoughts and feelings into 
his bojks. To the young writer Trollope 
gives this advice: Nulla dús sine linea. 
“ Let that be their motto. And let their 
work be to them as is his common work to the 
common laborer. No gigantic t flf irts will then 
be necessary.” But, be says, he was not, after 
all, a slave to work. Once broken in to 
love it, and to have a method, he found it 
easy, and while most of his literary work was 
done in twenty years, he spent twelve of that 
period in another profession, and always gave 
himself ample time for simple enjoyments, 
for amusements and recreation. “ But,” he 
says, “ I have been constant, and constancy 
in labor will conquer all difficulties.”

An Approver Bedstead.—The Home 
Journal of New York gives the following 
description of a bedstead recently manu­ 
factured by a French mechanic for the use 
of an East India Prince : It is partly made 
of real 6ilver, and cost many thousand 
pounds sterling.

On the great potentate 
getting into bed the weight of his body 
nets certain machinery in motion, the effect 
of which is, that so long as his royal high­ 
ness enjoys his horizontal refreshments the 
silver maidens gently fan the sleeper. If 
the figures at the foot of the bed are re­ 
quired to exert themselves in a like man­ 
ner, this can be accomplished by the aid of 
a clock-like apparatus. Moreover, should 
the dusky owner of the bed wish to be 
lulled to slumber by the dulcet sounds of 
soft music, this can be done by touching a 
spring.

The San Bias, just arrived at San Fran­ 
cisco, triDgs Panama dates to the 1th of 
October : 
Some excitement was occasioned at Pan­ 
ama about the 1st of October because of 
supposed revolutionary movements. All 
fears of such a happening have disap­ 
peared. 
A nun recently attempted to escape from 
a convent at Medellin at the termination of 
mass in the convent church. She was at 
once chased, captured and carried back, 
complaining bitterly at her bard fate. 
The Protestant minister at Bogota has 
requested the Government of the State of 
Condinarnarca to prevent his congregation 
being disturbed when services are being 
held. The Government ha3 accordingly 
ordered the Prefect of Police to arrest per­ 
sone causÍDg riotous demonstrations in fu­ 
ture.A mutiny took place on board the Amer­ 
ican whaling bark Gayhead on the 3i inst., 
whioh will probably be attended with fatal 
consequences, the first mate and one of the 
mutineers being woundsd. The ringleaders 
have been arrested, and an investigation 
into the affair will be held, which will in 
all probability lead to the culprits being 
sent to San Francisco for trial. 
A letter to the Consigna, of Medellin, 
states that in the Choco region and close to 
the Leon river a volcano has appeared, 
mnch to the surprise of the residen us. The 
detonations and volcanic movements re­ 
ported up to the present, which occurred 
from August 27th to September ist, were 
felt in the Straits of Bolivar, Antioquia, 
Chuca and Panama. 
Some months ago, "when entering the 
bay at Panama tbe Pacific Steam Naviga­ 
tion Company’s steamship Cblombia was 
struck by lightning. The vessel was not 
injured, as the conductor oa. the foremast 
conveyed the flash into tbo sea, bnt tha 
forward part of the vessel was so power­ 
fully magnetizad by the eurrent that alter­ 
ations have to be effected. When running 
on certain courses the compasses are un­ 
trustworthy. and the movement of the 
wheel is sufficient to deflect them. Cap­ 
tain Bass, who is nc.w .a command of the 
Colombia, believea the steering chains and 
the wheels they travel on have been mag­ 
netized by the electric current, and when 
the vessel reaches Callao they will be 
changed. The magnets on board were all 
demagnetized and reduced to ths condition 
of ordinary iron. Tbe circumstance is rare, 
if not entirely unknowB, and will attract 
the attention of seamen,

with the event. 
F ish L aw V iolators A rrested.—Fish 
Commissioner K. H. Buckingham says the 
patrol employed by the Fish Commissioners, 
and which is under the charge of officer Jones, 
b doing excellent work. A few nights since 
they captured four Chinamen, near Rio 
Vista, who had their nets spread entirely 
across the elongb, and whose mode of fishing 
was entirely unlawful. They were tried be­ 
fore a Justice of the Peace at llio Vista yes­ 
terday, convicted, and each one fined $65. 
Fifteen more Chinamen, arrested by the same 
officer for a similar offense, will be tried at 
Martinez to day. 
On the 8th five more will 
be tritd at San Rafael. 
The Commissioner 
asserts that in Marin county alone fully 000 
Greeks and Chinese earn a living by this kind 
of unlawful h-hing. 
They have destroyed 
millions of fish, and would ere long extermin­ 
ate some of the best food fish known to the 
waters of California. 
The frequent raids 
made by the small p ese of officers, and the 
certainty ef conviction in each case, has 
caused a panic in the ranks of the law vio­ 
lators and has > if acted the fish markets at the 
Bay considerably. The price of shrimps, for 
instance, raised from 5 to 8 cents in one day. 
T he D oan Steam W agons,—In speaking 
of the Doan steam wagons that were shipped 
up the road from this city a few weeks ago, 
the Nevada Tra i script says : “ Doan’s steam 
wagons were to have been tried at Emigrant 
Gap last week, but the storm delayed the 
test and i: will be made this week. A corre- 
sp indent of the Reno t/azettc says that the 
road is completed and everything in readiness 
to move as soon as the weather permits. 
Captain J. H. Roberta, the proprietor, has 
two locomotive wagons and thirty-two rail or 
lumber wagons on * he ground. The cost of 
the engines was .515,000 and the wagons cost 
- 
each. The road from the mills to the 
iu ,uer is six miles long, and the average coít 
$1,000 per mile. The lumber yard is situated 
on the flat near No. 27 woodshed, at which 
point a sidetrack has been completed over 
half a mile long. The appeaiance of the 
steam wagon is very unseemly. It looks like 
a ship on dry land in search of water. Their 
capacity is from forty to fifty tons. In Te­ 
hama and Colusa counties, where they were 
operated, they have proveD very Bucceesfu!, 
hauling forty tons of wheat over a common 
wagon road, at a fair rate of speed.” 
B oard of E ducation.—A special meeting 
of the Citj Board of Education was held at 
the clhce of the City Superintendent, Dr. 
d.aine, last evening. The meeting was called 
for the purpose of equalizing the number of 
pupils in several grades where teachers had 
more pupils than they could weil take care of. 
On motion of Director Cooke it was decided 
to consolidate the two seventh grades at Six­ 
teenth and N streets and place them in 
charge of Miss Haskell. Twelve pupils were 
taken from the fifth grade—Miss l.ilie Blue’s 
class—and fourteen from the sixth grade— 
Miss Alice Griffith's class—and placed io 
charge of Miss Piper, making an ungraded 
class. It was also decided to con-olidate the 
eighth grads classes in the same school, place 
it in the hands of Miss < ’ronemiller. and 
transfer Miss Mollie Johnson to Fourth and 
L streets, where she will be given a class made 
up of pupils from Miss Paine's and Miss 
Jackson’s classes. 
The H ight cjv the Sacramento.—The 
hight of the Sacramento river, as indicated 
by the gauge at the foot of K street, is taken 
every day by SergeaDt Barwick, of the Sig­ 
nal Service, and appended at the bottom of 
his report, which daily appears at the head of 
the h ¿1 columns of this paj^er. He notes 
all the changes during the preceding twenty- 
four hours. Parties who complain that the 
reporters do not keep the readers posted in 
this respect as formerly will please take due 
notice of this fact. 
N ot bo in I nto.—Kate Wallace, says the 
In y o /í fc/s ¡«i nt, was convicted in the Jus­ 
tice C mrt on Saturday last for selling whisky 
to an Indian, and was fined $10, or go to the 
county jail for as many days. Almost every 
day drunken Indians are seen on the streets 
of Sacramento, and often are taken to the 
station h ,uae in a beastly state of intoxica­ 
tion. They purchase most of their firewater 
in Chinatown, but who ever heard of au 
arrest being made for this frequent violation 
of the law.

CORONER'S INQUEST. 
Coroner Clark summoned a jury last even­ 
ing to inquire into the cause of the death of 
the young Mexican, Jesus Rochel, who was 
killed about 7 P. M. Thursday at the corner 
of Front and O streets. The post mortem 
examination revealed the fact that the ball 
or knife which caused the death of the young 
man entered the right carotid artery, and 
must necessarily have caused almost immedi­ 
ate death. The young woman who, although 
rot married to deceased, lived with him as 
his wife, was called before the jury to 
testify as to what she knew of the young 
man, and as to the cause of his death. In 
addition to the statement she made to the 
City Attorney Taursday evening, and which 
was published in the R ecord U nion yester­ 
day, she said that when they were struggling 
for the possession of the pistol in the lumber 
yard, the deceased held the weapon by the 
handle aod she had hold of the barrel. 
He was leaning over her at the time 
it was discharged is the way she accounts for 
his being shot as he was in the neck. They 
dropped the pistol on the ground and he 
staggered and fell some twelve or fourteen 
feet from where they were standing when the 
pistol was discharged. After she had learned 
that he was dead, she went back in the dark 
and found the pistol and started to deliver 
herself to the officers. In reply to a question 
of City Attorney Anderson she said that he 
had never threatened to barm her, but bad 
often playfully placed the pistol to her 
breast. S*-e also testified that she was not 
afraid of Rochel injuring her with the re­ 
volver when she left him and went into the 
lumber yard, but he was inclined to play 
with her that evening, and when he was 
drinking he played very roughly. She said 
that he had asked her to become his wife and 
she had consented. 
The doctors who were engaged to hold ths 
post mortem did not get through with the 
examination but will do so this morning, 
constquently the jury was dismissed until 
that time. The wound in the neck looks, to 
an inexperienced eye. more like that made 
with a stiletto than a bullet. 
The corpse is 
not at all bloody, and the bleeding from the 
wound must have been internal. 
Some 
thirgs in the statement of the witness seem 
rather cdd. Henry i,. Buckley will appear 
to-day in the capacity of counsel for the 
woman.

THIRTY-ONE YEARS AGO. 
On the night of the 2d of November, 1852, 
thirty-one years ago last night, Sacramento 
City was almost totally destroyed by fire. It 
originated in the millinery shop of Madame 
Lvnoe, on the north side of J street, two 
doors below Fourth, in the heart of one of the 
then most combustible blocks of the city. At 
the time the tire broke out it seemed as if the 
elements hail conspired for the destruction of 
the city. 
A "norther” had just set 
in, and after the tire commenced increased 
to a gale. 
The point where the lire 
started, toe, was the very one for sweeping 
the city, and before it had been burning five 
minutes it became evident that Sacramento 
was doomed. The fire companies were 
promptly on the spot, but in the face of Buch 
a wind and sea of fire they were powerless. 
Men gathered in crowds, some looking on the 
waves of fire as they rolled from house to 
house and street to street, bewildered, fasci­ 
nated and apparently paralyzed, while others 
hastened to make an effort to save their goods 
and effects before the flames could reach 
them. None of the city lying east of Ninth 
street was destroyed, nor any of the build­ 
ing on the north side of I street, nor on the 
sou'h side below Fourth. Remarkable as it 
may seem, the Congregatioual Church, a 
frame structure, on Sixth street, between I 
and J, was spared, while all around it the 
smaller buildings were burned. This was the 
only one out of the many churches iu the city 
that escaped. Estimated loss, $10 000,000. 
The tire occurred on the 2ad of November, 
ar.d from the season of the year, the high 
prices of building materials, and the sudden 
increase of the value of all kinds of skilled 
labor, it would be natural to suppose that 
very few tine structures would have been 
erected, yet in “ Sacramento Illustrated” we 
are told that “ by the 3 1 of December, a sin­ 
gle month, 761 buildings had been erected, of 
which cumber 65, including the present Or­ 
leans Hotel, were of b r i c k a n d this, toe, 
when flour was $20 to $25 per 100-pound 
sack, lumber from $125 to $2.r.O par thousand, 
according to kind and quality, and the wages 
of carpenters, bricklayers, etc , whatever 
price the artisan deemed proper to demand. 


M etrc politan T heater.—The Comique 
Variety Company appeared for the fifth time 
at the Metropolitan Theater last evening.

The appearance of a notice in this paper a 
few days ago, regarding the gang of China­ 
men who were destroying the grove of willows 
on the Y-street levee, stirred up the City 
Fathers. A courier was dispatched post­ 
haste to the scene of destmc ion. His speed 
out-rivaled the famous ride of General Sheri­ 
dan, and, when he spurred his foaming 
charger upon the embankment, the wood- 
choppers scattered. Abont 200 yards of the 
willows were cut away as clean as if they had 
beer pulled out by the roots, and at that 
point nothing protects the city earthwalls 
from the force of next winter's waters. 
P olice C ourt.—A precious trio of peace 
disturbers, John Pagan, James Duffy and 
William Dngan, appeared in the Police 
Court yesterday and were discharged on pay­ 
ment of costs. Ly Win and Wong Young 
On, accused of petit larceny, were ordered to 
pay costs. John Filand was tried on the 
charge of malicious mischief, in tint he 
kicked in J»ke Smith’s door shutters and si- 
most kicked Mrs. Jake in the stomach. His 
case was taken under advisement until to­ 
day. Charles Woods, William Sproul and 
Frank Smith were tried by a jury on a charge 
of vagrancy. Smith was acquitted and the 
other two will be senteuced to-day. 
P ardoned.—The Governor pardoned Pat­ 
rick Mullen, convicted in the September 
term (lbS( of the Snperior Court of San 
Francisco of manslaughter, and sentenced to 
five years' imprisonment, on the petition of 
the Judge, District Attorney, nine of the 
jurors, and on the unanimous recommenda- 
ciuu of the Biard of State Prison Directors.

The new Lyceum T heater at Edinburgh 
has been provided w ith a hydraulic acting 
curtain. 
An exchange speaking of it says : 
The proscenium opening is over th irty feet 
high by fully tw enty-eight feet wide, The 
curtain is constructed of two screens of 
wrought-iron piates, an eighth of an inch 
thick, forming a double division, w ith air 
chambers between of nine inches. The top 
of the curtain is riveted to double wrought- 
iron girders secured to the head of hydraulic 
rams, which are fitted, w ith their cylin­ 
ders, on each side of the prosceDium open­ 
ing. 
The supply of w ater for working the 
rams is laid on from the town mains, and 
w ith an expenditure of only eighty-four 
gallons of w ater the curtain, which weighs 
about six and a quarter tons, can be raised 
or lowered in fifty seconds. 
The means of 
working the curtain are in the prom pter’s 
box, and the prompter, by simply moving 
a lever, can drop the curtain, thus form ­ 
ing, with the proscenium wall, a solid fire­ 
proof division of the house, totally separat­ 
ing the stage from the auditorium , so th at 
in case of fire an audience would be per­ 
fectly free from danger.

cess can it be dem onstrated to fail in all 
others ? 
Those most conversant w ith N a­ 
tu re’s laws assert, and truly, th at she 
makes no exceptions ; the law of gravity, 
th a t w ater seeks its own level, th at the 
pressure of w ater is equal in all directions, 
th at sound ascend», th at heat expands 
It 
was this universality of the law of N ature 
which enabled the groat naturalist, Cuvier, 
to construct a whole skeleton from two or 
three bones. 
So, w ith equal certainty, if 
necessary, could the skeleton of the homeo­ 
pathic law be evolved from this single 
bone of its structure— vaccination. 
S tart­ 
ing from different stand-points, the old and 
new schools have progressed in the same 
direction, to diminished doses, both in size 
and repetition. 
This is concedeaiy due in 
the old school to the influence of homeo­ 
pathy—in the new it is the growth of its 
own experience.—[Dr. Edw ard Bayard, in 
Popular Science M onthly.

state processions of Emperor Napoleon III. 
These equipages, it is stated, were supplied 
shortly before Sedan, and on the downfall 
of the second Empire were among the valu­ 
ables sent to England. 
In London the 
two carriages found a purchaser at iTOO 
apiece. 
Tney were taken down to Shef­ 
field, where for a time they were exhibited 
to the public at 6d. a head admission. 
“ Subsequently they were used for wed­ 
dings.” 
A t the sale on Saturday these 
vestiges of imperial grandeur were knocked 
down to a purchaser at Glossop, near M an­ 
chester for £120 the pair, and they are now 
to be again exhibited in different towns, 
beginning w ith N ottingham . 
The first 
impression produced on the simply practi­ 
cal mind by this intelligence may be th at 
the state carriages of the Emperor Napoleon 
III. went very cheap. 
They were con­ 
structed at a period when the art of cere­ 
monial coach-building in France had a t­ 
tained something very nearly approaching 
perfection, and probably cost a t least ten 
times the sum which they have brought 
under the hammer at Sheffield. 
Irrespect­ 
ive of “ voitures de la cour,” an abundant 
supply of state carriages was in demand in 
Paris “ shortly before Sedan.” 
Prince 
Jerom e Napoleon and the Princess Ma- 
thilde rejoiced in snm ptuous equipages. 
The M urats had theirs. 
On New Y ear’s 
day, 1870, the court-yard of the Tnileries 
was crowded w ith gorgeous state carriages 
which had brought Presidents of the Senate, 
the Corps l.egislatif, and the Cour de Cassa­ 
tion to offer their congratulations to Caesar; 
but nnder the present republican dispensa­ 
tion these dignitaries, and the President of 
the republic to boot, are content to ride 
about in modest “ coupes.” 
The pomp and 
vanities of Ciesarism have been broken up 
iuto very small pieces indeed. 
Long since 
the old-clothesmen have absorbed the sky- 
blue tunics w ith pink facings and the 
plumed casques of the Cent gardes. 
The 
imperial china, glass, and the table linen 
were sold for a Bong; and of the palace 
of the Tuileries itself, not one atone re­ 
mains upon another.—[London Telegraph.

CHASI8G THE SWORDFISH, 


Harpooning: a Dangerous M onster of the 
Deep. 


“ I ’ve got a standin’ offer of §100 for the 
lirst young swordfish I can g it,” said a 
Cape Cod swordfisherman to a correspond­ 
ent w riting from Hyanm s, Cape Cod. 
‘‘ You’d th in k ,” he continued, “ .hat was a 
hefty sort of an offer, when the fish is only 
bringin’ eight cents a pound, but, ye see, 
there’s Dever been a so’dfish seen in Amer­ 
ican w aters less nor forty pounds, and only 
one at that. W here do they breed ? W all, 
th a t’s the very best pint. 
They don’t 
breed—leastwise around theBe diggin’s. 
I ’ve been a so’dfishing around the south of 
Cape goin’ on tw enty-nine years, and never 
see one less nor four foot long, and I ’ve 
took thousands of ’em .” 
“ Yes, it’s a big business. 
I don’t know 
jest how many are in it, but you ken count 
forty or fifty sail right around here th at 
makes it a pint to take all they ken get. 
July, A ugust and September is the best 
m onths, aud between the fust and 15th of 
Septem ber in warm seasons I ’ve done 
pretty well, and caught as many as seven­ 
teen m a day, but th a t was extraordinary 
work. 
W e her a regular rig ; jest step 
aboard,” and the reporter, who had been 
talking from the edge of the dock, accept­ 
ed the invitation, and ijnm ped aboard the 
trim fore and aft schooner that, w ith its 
sharp bow and raking m ast, was not in­ 
comparable to the jaunty fish it followed. 
“ There’s not very m uch toggery to speak 
of,” said the skipper, walking forward. 
"T h ere , you see, ib the place where the 
man stands in stn k 'n g the fish—merely an 
iron stanchion extending up from the end 
of the bowsprit, w ith a resting pad of 
wool nailed to it, so the man can lean 
against it in striking. 
The harpoon is 
called a lily, and is always kept lashed 
near the rest, all ready for an emergency.” 
“ (W hy a lily? 
W all, the prongs are 
branched out like a flower. 
There are five 
or six, all barbed, and the whole thing 
ends in an iron cap th at fits into a wooden 
handle about 10 feet long. 
A line is made 
fast to the iron th a t is about 200 feet long, 
the other end being fastened to a keg or 
barrel. 
W hen we’re out to sea, the watch 
is always kept in the foretop, and as soon 
as he sees a tish he sings out, and the har- 
pooner takes his place in the rest, and as 
soon as the man at the wheel gits sight of 
the fish he tries to put it over the bow ; 
th ea'^* : man jams her w ith the iron ; the 
line is kept clear, aud, when it all runs 
out, the keg is tossed over for the fish to 
tow until it is tired out, aud the schooner 
keeps away for another fish. 
Sometimes 
five or bíx are sighted and struck before 
auy are taken in. 
The kegs are generally 
painted w hite, and easily followed, and 
you usually don’t have much of a fight 
w ith the fish, as towing th e keg a mile 
plays ’em out. 
B ut sometimes we get a 
big fellow on, aud then th a t’s what green 
hands call fun, though I don’t see it 
in

ago,

W e got on to him all right and 
followed close up, nothin’ else bein’ in 
sight, and me and two of the boys jumped 
into the dory and soon had the keg aboard ; 
but as soon as we touched the rope to take 
in slack he Btarted off, and you’d a thought 
we’d run foul of a whale. 
I t was an hoar 
before we got the fish alongside, the 
schooner keepin’ on and by, but we were 
afraid of passing the rope, thinkin’ it 
m ight pull out the iron. 
W ell, we gradu­ 
ally hauled in and I stood up, holding an 
oar all ready to hit the brute on the bead, 
when it gave a kind of lunge or side cut, 
taking the oar right between my hands and 
knocking me head over neels down in the 
bottom. 
In the confusion the man in the 
bow slacked the rope, and the next m in­ 
ute cru n ch ! kera the fish and up its so’d 
kem through the planking, stickia’ about 
a foot into the boat not three foot from me. 
I had sense enough to grab it, and while I 
hung on and lashed it w ith the painter the 
boys pulled alongside the schooner and we 
got it aboard. 
H e measures 14 foot—a 
p utty big one. 
In fair w eather they lie 
m ostly on the Burface, and w hether they’re 
asleep or just sunning themselves is hard 
to tell.

terranean, where they are followed by the 
fishermen of Messina. 
H ere a rowboat is 
used, having a tall mast upon which the 
watcher sits. 
The young swordfish, even 
if found here, would hardly be recognized, 
so different are they in appearance from 
the adults. 
A young histiophorus, seven 
inches long, resembles if anything a young 
stickleback more than it does a swordfish, 
w ith a head like a pleiosaurus. 
The jaws 
are equal in length, and armed w ith fine 
teeth ; the eyes are enormous for the size 
of the body, while from the bead over the 
dorsal and venetral region extend two 
sharp spines. 
W hen about sixteen inches 
long the dorsal fin has become higher, the 
spines begin to disappear and the npper jaw 
commences to look like a sword.

This is one of the admirable series edited by 
John T. Morse, Jr., and of which we have 
had such frequent occasion to make compli­ 
m entary reference. 
I t cannot be said that

the history of Albert Gallatin, Mr. «Teffer- 
Bon’s Secretary of the Treasury. 
His life 
waB closely interwoven with the history of 
his adopted cauntry, for Gallatin was a 
foreigner.

none of it as a politician. 
I t is true 
th at he was a diplomat, and that in the 
national legislature he made a profound 
im pression; but he commanded no influ­ 
ence, 
as politicians are 
now 
understood 
to do. 
Few men had a deeper faith in man 
than Gallatin. 
As a scholar Gallatin was no 
less distinguished than as a statesman. 
His 
personal character was unimpeachable, and 
no public man who has filled a place in 
American history has given us a purer ex­ 
ample of a noble life unsullied by the slight­ 
est taint, and on which ill-fame breathed at 
no time. 
I t is true that be erred in his rela­ 
tion to the whisky insurrection, and was free 
to write the record of his own mistakes, but 
none ever charged to him willful misconduct, 
and political history records him in every 
sense a pure man, ot lofty character, brilliant 
attainm ents, and patiiotic devotion to the 
cause of liberty. 
He was one of the most in­ 
dustrious statesmen of whom we have any 
account, and though his force of character 
was dre to his openness, his 
frankness 
and his courage, he was adroit, and none 
knew better than he when to keep bis own 
counsel. 
The book before us, while, as we 
said, giving us nothing new, tells the story 
of a useful and distinguished life in a simple, 
forcible and deeply interesting manner. 
It 
makes especially clear the 'financial policy of 
Gallatin, and sets fortb, with much detail, 
his position to the Cabinet in which he filled 
so high a place, and where he was brought 
into contact with the plans of Hamilton, 
which he hi. d theretofore criticised with se­ 
verity. • 
T hat the holidays are near at hand, if we 
did not know it from the shops and the alma­ 
nac and the clamor of the children for puree 
money to be saved for Christmas, we would 
know from the beautiful books that are put 
forth for the young people by the enterprising 
ublishers of the country.

A primal defect in our social life is the 
notion th at girls have nothing to do. 
Boys 
are brought up to some employment, but 
girls to none, except where pecuniary want 
compels them . 
The family th at is “ well 
off ” has busy boys and idle girls. 
The 
young man, after eating his breakfast, 
starts out to his daily occupation and re­ 
turns at the close of the day. 
The young 
woman, after eating her breakfast (usually 
a t a late hoar), Baunters about in quest of 
amusement. 
Novels, gossip, shopping (for 
unnecessary trifles), dressing in three or 
four different costumes, formal visiting, 
draw ing (if able), and lounging, aro the ele­ 
m ents of the young woman’s day. 
In the 
evening, by way of recreation (1), she goes 
to the theater or a ball. 
This unequal dis­ 
cipline of the sexes is the basis of innum er­ 
able evils. 
I t makes the girl careless and 
selfish ; it turns her mind to personal 
adornm ent and other frivolous m atters as 
the great concerns of life ; it takes away 
the sense of probability, and produces fee­ 
bleness and disease in her physical consti­ 
tution. 
I t also prevents her from asserting 
her true dignity in the eyes of man ; for 
the life of utility is alone dignified. 
W o­ 
men thus brought up in indolence are 
looked upon by men very much as were 
the women of the old dark times of the 
world, as mere playthings, expensive toys, 
not as as counse'ors and friends. 
M ar­ 
riage in such circumstances belongs to 
a 
low, 
sensual 
plane, 
and 
the 
girl 
Is prepared neither in body nor mind for 
the serious responsibilities and lofty duties 
which marriage implies. 
H er training, 
moreover, or lack of training, has made it 
necessary for a long purse to apply for her. 
Economy, helpfulness, co-operation—theBe 
are not coming to the new household from 
this vain source. 
Dresses, drives, enter­ 
tainm ents—these will form the staple de­ 
mands on the young husband. 
According­ 
ly, in city life, where this class of young 
women is chiefly found, a young man is 
(greatly to his h u rt often) kept from m arry­ 
ing by reason of its costliness, whereas 
society should be so ordered th at marriage 
would help the larder and not beggar it. 
We w ant sim plicity of 
life, frugality, 
modesty, industry, and system. 
If we 
could introduce these virtues in our higher 
society, we should diminish the despair, 
envy, jealousy, dissipation, and suicides of 
the single, and the bickerings, w retched­ 
ness, and divorces of the married. 
Let 
our girls have as regular daily duties as our 
boys. 
Let idleness be forbidden them . 
Let recreation be indeed recreation, at 
proper times and in proper quantities. 
Let 
us open more numerous avenues of female 
industry, and let every woman be clothed 
with the dignity of a useful life. 
Can such 
a reformation be brought about ? 
My dear 
m&dame, begin it yourself. 
Rule your 
household on this principle. 
Have the 
j courage to defy fashion where it opposes, 
^ n * 
leader in this reform, and you 
will soon see a host of followers glad to es­ 
cape frem the old folly.—[Rev. Dr. How­ 
ard Crosby in Dio Lewis’ M onthly.

PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 


Fine gravel has been struck near Sm ith’s 
Flat, E l Dorado county. 
Gold-hearing quartz, ledges are found in the 
Eagle Creek Mountains, Oregon. 
The ArguB Range Company’s mill, at 
Reilly, Inyo county, has shut down, 
The Barbee k W alker mine, of Silver Reef, 
U . T., closed down last week, discharging all 
the men. 
The Mariposa Gazette complains of the bad 
management that compels the Hite mine to 
remain idle. 
The Gordontown (El Dorado county) Ga­ 
zette pronounced the Tasker pulverizer of no 
practical use. 
The Ironclad quartz, mine, in Rough and 
Ready township, Nevada county, has recom­ 
menced work. 
The location of the late anthracite find 
within twenty miles of Los Angeles is not 
generally known. 
The hoisting works of the Lamoile mine, 
at Springfield, E l Dorado county, are up, and 
work is about to begin. 
The mining camp at Pennsylvania Elat, El 
Dorado county is assuming an appearance 
home like and comfortable. 
The Goose creek, I. T., coal discoveries are 
attracting attention. 
The deposits are large 
and the quality pronounced excellent. 
There are immense beds of Bilicate rock in 
the vicinity of the Hopper canyor, near 
Yountviile, Napa county, on the Grotzinger 
place. 
A ledge has been struck at the depth of 140 
feet in the Sunrise mine, near Rye Patch, 
Humboldt 
county, Nevada. 
The assays 
average §75. 
Specimens of ore from a recent discovery 
in Lone valley, San Bernardino county, show 
assays which run up to $15,000. I t is claimed 
there is a large body of this ore, 
All the mines being worked at Silverado, 
Nev,, but one, it is said, are paying expenses, 
and that is a new prospect. 
From preeent 
appearances, that will not long prove an ex­ 
ception. 
The Calumet copper mine, in East Oregon, 
has closed down fur the seasoD. 
Rich gold- 
bearing quartz has been found in connection 
with the copper ledge. aDd also a silver-bear­ 
ing clay which is very rich. 
Machinery is being placed for the Elna 
mine, in Inyo county, and by the 1st of No­ 
vember the furnace will start up. 
The plant, 
when completed, will constitute one of the 
fiuest smelting works on the Pacific coast. 


" F r e n c h F l a t s" at H o m e. — We learn, 
in " Glimpses of P aris,” a profusely illus­ 
trated article in the November Century, by 
•J. D. Osborne, th at the Parisians do not 
find French flats conducive to domestic 
happiness. 
He 
says : 
“ The Parisians 
themselves are getting tired of their many- 
storied houses. 
The people of the prov­ 
inces, and especially those of 
French 
Flanders and the counties on the German 
and Swiss borders, say (it is a proverb with 
them), ‘ A Paris house is a hell.’ 
Life is 
one long quarrel in niOBt of them. Tenants 
m ust p a t up with a great many annoyances, 
if they would not be constantly in hot 
water. 
A Frenchman once told me th at a 
servant of the story below him complained 
th at his footman threw dust out of the 
window, and appealed to the hall porter to 
stop it. 
The servants of the higher stories 
heard the complaint and resented it. 
All 
of them threw bushels of dust out of the 
window upon the luckless servant of the 
first floor. There is more unhappiness, less 
happiness, in Paris than in any other place 
on earth. There can be no happiness where 
houses are built as dove-cotes and families 
are huddled like pigeons. 
Did you ever 
read 
Dickens* description ot a London 
rookery tenanted by Irish? 
It is a true 
picture of the incessant warfare waged in 
Paris houses,”
